Chicagd, Aug. 3. — Western railroads 


with headquarters in Chicago added 
15,259 9shopmen to their forces be- 
tween July 25 and 
Aug. 2, said a 


statement issued today by the west- 
ern presidents' committee on public 
relations of the Association of Rail- 
Way Executives. On July 25, accord- 
Ing to the statement, western roads 
liad 44,501 men in their shops and on 
Aug. 2 the number was 59,760. The 
daily Increase of men returning to 
work or being hired, the statement 
indicated, ranged between 1,600 and 
2,000 Kien. 


Ten thousand shopmen on the Sante 


Fe who have formed an association 
of ' new employes today telegraphed 
Chairman Hooper of the United States 
railroad labor board, demanding their 
right* be safeguarded in any settle- 
•*nent «* the shopmen's* strike. They 
are entl«ed. they say. to protection 
in ths seniority rights accrued during 
the strike. 
The message, -which was signed by 


officers of the Sante Fe, supervisors, 
helpers, and apprentices of the boiler- 
makers, 
electricians, 
sheet 
metal 


•workers, blacksmiths and carmen"s 
association and the stationary firemen 
and oiler's association, declared that 
failure to redeem the board promises 
of seniority would be "betrayal of the 
men who remained loyal." 


"The crafts struck against decisions 


of the board," th« message said, "and 
to recognize them in preference to 
employes who stayed 
on the job

SYRACUSE WAY MEN RETURN; 
CANADIANS REACH AGREEMENT 


Syracuse, Aug. 3. — One hundred 


and thirty-two maintenance of way 
men, including 25 foremen, returned 
to work in the yards of the Ne*v "Vork 
Central today, breaking, railroad" and 
union officials claim, the outlaw strike 
of the last five days. 


There are about 100 men still out. 
Both railroad and union officials an- 
nounce most of them will be back at 
their jobs tomorrow. 
Some of the 


men have obtained .employment In 
other industries but have assured of- 
ficials that they will return. 


This action of the men is the re- 


sult of the work of E. J. Stover, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
way men. He came to this city from 
New York Tuesday and told the men 
they were in danger of expulsion from 
the union by remaining out. He said 
the union officials did not authorize 
this walkout. He said that union of- 
ficials have been informed that the 
railroad labor board would readjust 
their recent decision which cut the 
pay of way men from 40 to 35 cents 
an hour. 


William Parker, general chairman 


of the maintenance of way men, was 
here this morning and denied the re- 
port that the men were expected to 
go out all over the Central lines.
